RUSSIANS REPORT THEY ARE 
BEATING BACK GERMANS BY 


STIFF COUNTER BLOWS 


MOSCOW, Sept. 4.—(/P)—A big 
battle for Industrial Kiev, capital 
of the Ukraine, has opened with 
terrific fighting at the approaches 
to the city, the Russians reported 
today. 


The Russians reported that they 
were beating back the Germans 
with stiff counterattacks. At one 
point, the village "N," Red army 
detachments were said to have de- 
stroyed several German regiments, 
killing and wounding more than 
15,000 men. 


As the Germans apparently open- 


ed a concerted assault on Kiev, 
long under virtual siege, large-scale 
fighting continued to rage at the 
approaches to Leningrad and along 
the central sector on the front be- 
fore Moscow. 


The battle before Leningrad, like 
that opening up at Kiev, was be- 
ing fought at the approaches to

Asia, to which the Book of Revela- 
tion Is addressed. These lie In a 
natural circuit of cities, now most- 
ly ruins, over 
which

Apostle John presided from Eph- 
esus, and which he doubtless itin- 
erated. He had lived through the 
persecutions of Christians by Nero, 
which were mostly 
localized 
In 


Rome; and now, near the end of 
the first century, ho had survived 
to become a victim of tho mad Em- 
peror Domitian, whose 
persecu- 


cutions were empire-wide. 


As the formost Christian of Asia, 


the aged John was exiled overseas 
to Patmos, a little Island penal 
colony twenty-five miles off the 
coast, opposite Ephesus. The Is- 
land is only about sixteen square 
miles in extent, and almost rain- 
less. It is shaped like an oriental 
saddlebag, long and thin in the 
middle, with a large, hill at each 
end. It has one harbor, and the 
waters rival the Bay of Naples in 
beauty. The five thousand Inhab- 
itants are Greeks, who resent their 
new Italian overlords.

If the struggle for this second 
largest city of all the Russtas does 
develop into a siege, we are likely 
to witness one of the greatest bat- 
tles of its kind in history. In this 
connection I was much Interested 
In the warning issued yesterday by 
a Japanese commentator about the 
strength of Russia's spirit. 


This observer declared that the 
Russians have a fatalistic view of 
life which produces strong resist- 
ance and power, and that this Is a 
grave question for Germany. 


I should say that the bravery 


and determination which are sus- 
taining the Russians now aren't 
the result of any fatalistic belief, 
but represent that quality which 
we Americans rather crudely, but 
expressively sum up as "guts." We 
have an illustration of what I mean 
in the battle of Leningrad. 


Yesterday Moscow told a story 


of how the combined forces of the 
Red army and the people's army 
which is sworn to die rather than 
surrender their city, made a coun-

daly, A. and M. College Exten- 
sion Service dairyman, September 
is the tlmo to plant oats, barley 
or wheat for fall and winter pas- 
ture. 
Prompted by the request of the 


(secretary of agriculture for in- 
creaso In milk. production, Euda- 
1'y suggests that the coming fall 
and 'winter offer an opportunity 
to farmers "to make a little mon- 
ey producing milk, provided they 
can keep thct cost down." Pas- 
tu- i is tho best means of hold- 
ing, down the cost and currently, 
"milk is selling for a fair price," 
lie says Texas cowmen have pas- 
lure about as often as they are 
without it, "and if wo don't plant 
we sure won't have any." 


Cowa grazing on oats, barley 


or wheat during the fall and win- 
ter will need some hay since the 
grain pasture will 
be high in 


•water and low In dry matter. An 
average Jersey cow needs from 
18 to 20 pounds of dry matter In 
the form of roughage. She will eat 
about 80 pounds 
of the grain 


daily, which furnishes the equiva- 
lent of 12 to 14 pounds of dry 
matter. Therefore, the cow will 
need from two to six pounds of 
hay daily. If some hay isn't furn- 
ished 
she 
will 
develop 
scours. 


When this happens she falls to 
got the full benefit of the grain 
mixture which is fed at milking 
time.1 This lowers milk production, 
increases the cost and reduces 
profits. 


Eudaly advises that the protein 


content of 
tho 
grain 
mixture 


should bo 12 to 14 per cent when 
the 'cows are getting their fill of 
oats, karley and wheat pasturage. 
If they are not getting all the 
pasturage they want, and as 
a 


consequence are eating more hay 
.or' silage, 
the 
protein 
content 


iahould be raised. If the cows are 


eating as much as 10 pounds of 
carbonaceous hay, such as cane, 
an'! Johnson gz*ass daily, or 25 
pounds of silage, the protein con- 
tent of the grain mixture should 
be raised to 10 or 18 percent, de- 
pendent upon the quality*of hay. 


"Keep the cows producing and

Prepara- 
tion for seed beds for fall seeding 
has been delayed by rank weed 
growth and by rains in some parts 
of the northwest, but conditions 
were mostly favorable elsewhere, 
ranging to too dry in central and 
southern areas.

ants of Barnett's estate was Im- 
proper. 


Judge Williams handed down In 


December, 1939, a decision award- 
ing 50 per cent of Barnett's fortune 
to the so-called Siah Barnett group 
of descendants from Jackson Bar- 
nett's father. 


Twenty-five per cent shares were 


awarded to the so-called Conner 
group and to the so-called Jim 
Lower group of descendants from 
Jackson Barnetts mother. 


Jackson Barnett became rich be- 


cause oil was found on 160 acres 
of Creek Indian land assigned to 
him. 
The oil royalties were held 


in custody for him by the departi 
ment of interior and invested, the 
circuit couft 
opinion's 
said, 
In 


"more than a million dollars" of 
liberty bonds. 


In 1920, the opinion said, Barnett 


and Anna Laura Lowe, Coffeyvllle, 
Kas., were "pretendedly married." 
After Barnett's death in 1934, Anna 
Lowe claimed his estate but the 
federal district court in southern 
California 
held 
that 
Barnett's 


"mental incapacity" had prevented 
him from entering Into'a valid mar- 
riage contract. 


Anna Lowe was denied any part 


of the fortune. 


The five unsuccessful claimants 


who appealed to the circuit court 
were Rosa Allen, Bennie Barnett 
Scott, Dora Brady, Joe H. Tiger, 
and George Barnett. 


Answering their contention that 


the contract, previously drawn by 
the successful claimants and set- 
ting up the SO, 25 and 25 per cent 
share basis, was improper, 
the 


court's opinion said: 


"The contract was in the nature 


of a family settlement, free of pur- 
pose to withhold 
evidence 
and 


without inherent tendency to in- 
terfere with full and impartial jus- 
tice ." 


The circuit denied the challenge 
that Judge 
Williams 
had been 


biased and pointed out that no pe- 
tition for disqualifying Judge Wil- 
liams was filed until nearly three 
months after the alleged demon- 
stration 
of 
bias against 
Dora 


Brady. 


The circuit court's ruling prob- 
ably will end the long years of lit- 
igation over Barnett's fortune and 
permit division among the success- 
ful heirs.
